The particular point at issue 
in the discussion last night was th it 
portion of Ramona avenue lying be¬ 
tween Sunnyside and Sierra Madre 
avenues. It runs through property 
owned by Dr. Shaw, and although the 
street was laid out there when th* 
property was subdivided by W. S. An¬ 
drews that particular portion of the 
street has since been planted to orange 
trees and is to all appearance a por¬ 
tion of the Shaw property. 

Dr. Shaw appeared before the trus¬ 
tees last night to ask that action tak* n 
some time since toward reopening of 
tin* street he held up. He said he 
could see no need of opening the sir* •'

ANOTHER MOUNTAIN LION 


Killing a mountain lion with a 
charge of number 6 bird shot from a 
single barrel shot gun was the unique 
experience of Charles Pratt of Mon¬ 
rovia this week. Pratt hail purchased 
a new gun and went tip into Clamshell 
canyon to try it out. Mountain 3ions 
were far from his thoughts until lie 
henrd a commotion and saw one of the 
big cats scrambling up the canyon 
wall about 7a feet from him Having 
but little ' lea that the fine bird shot 
would stop tin' lion, he fired and 
brought tile beast rolling down the 
slope, and into the stream. It was an 
anxious moment while he fished more 
shells out of Ids pocket so lie could 
put some more lead Into the plunging, 
snarling boast, which was soon stilled 
It was afterwards fouhd that one of the 
tiny pellets had entered the brain 
through tlie ear. which probably 
caused death. The killing of two 
mountain lions near Monrovia recent¬ 
ly is thought by hunters to afford a 
elue to the scarcity of deer on the 
front side of tin' range ibis season. 
Clamshell canyon empties into the Big 
Santa Anita and a lion might easily 
range from there well over toward 
Sierra Madre.

Before the conquest mid for a lon'y 
time after at least two-thirds of the 
people of England were denuded of all 
the substantial attributes of freedom. 
The lords had the absolute disposal of 
them They might he attached to the 1 
soil or transferred by deed, sale or con 
veyanee from one lord to another. 
They could not chance their place or 
hold property—in short, they were 
slaves under their obligation of per¬ 
petual servitude, which the consent of 
the master alone could dissolve. The 
system was not fairly abolished until 
the reign of Charles 11.. and so late ia 
1775 men were Dotignt and sold In 
Scotland with the estates to which they 
were hound.

CALENDARS IN VARIETY 


R EMNANTS of HtMik or roasts 
may be made Into delicious 
stews, using savory 
lngs sueli as a little sweet mar¬ 
joram. thyme, parsley, onion salt, etc. 
Meat may be put through meat chop¬ 
per and mixed with enough cream 
sauce to bold It together, well season¬ 
ed, molded Into croquettes, dipped In 
egg and crumbs nnd fried In deep fat. 

Hash makes a tnsty breakfast or 
luncheon dish, with the chopped meat 
browned slightly In blitter, nicely sea¬ 
soned with salt and pepper, moistened 
with milk as n gravy and served with 
toast Ungers. 

Remnants of boiled or fried ham 
may tie used In various ways. For 
ham timbales put ham through meat 
grinder and mix with one raw egg to 
hold meat together. Line gem tins 
with this mixture, pressing it well 
against sides nnd bottoms nnd bake 
slightly. Take out of oven and drop in 
each liam lined tin nil egg. returning 
to oven long enough to cook the eggs. 
Or with a bit of ham, some cheese, a 
few slices of stale bread, some hot 
hnm sandwiches can be mude. Mince 
ham. mix with grated cheese, spread 
ou one slice of bread, cover with an¬ 
other, cut In two and brown on each 
skle In hot butter. Serve hot 
Chicken shortcake Is a most palata¬ 
ble way to serve remnants of chicken. 
Free It from skin and bone and cut 
Into sninll pieces. Put on to beat with 
enough gravy to make It quite moist. 
Make a short biscuit dough aud roll 
into a cake an Inch thick. Hake In 
quick oven fifteen or twenty minutes. 
Then split the cuke and spread the 
hot chicken stew over lower half. Re¬ 
place upper half and pour over the 
whole a generous amount of gravy. 

Meat loaf or a boiled shoulder of 
smoked pork is ofteu desirable. There 
is no waste whatever with the former 
nnd practically none with the latter If 
utilized In the right way, while both 
are delicious, and when served with 
a good salad nnd simple dessert form 
a very tempting meal. For the meat 
loaf have the butcher grind one pound 
of lean beef and one-half pound of 
pork. Mix together and add salt, pep¬ 
per, four ground soda crackers, a small 
onion, one unbeaten egg und a half 
cupful of milk Stir the Ingredients 
all together and press Into a bread 
pan. Cover the loaf with two cupfuls 
of hot water aud bake two hours In 
moderately hot oven, adding a little 
more water from time to time When 
It is cold slice and serve on lettuce 
leaves with ketchup or chill sauce If 
desired. 

Boll the shoulder of pork twenty 
minutes to the pound after having In¬ 
serted nbout a dozen whole cloves in 
one side of the meat When done nl- 
low It to remain In the water In which 
It was boiled until cold. The bone 
which Is left with whatever meat can¬ 
not be cut from It will give an excel¬ 
lent flavor to string or butter beans 
If placed In the water with them while 
they are boiling, and they will then 
require very little butter If cream 
dressing Is served on them.

How to Repair Your Wall Paper Sat¬ 
isfactorily.

Lengthening Human Life— 

Medical directors ami actuaries vf 
leading insurance companies have re¬ 
ported recentlv on the effects of va¬ 
rious factors on the length of human 
life as shown in the cases of 2,000,000 
policy holder Among other inter¬ 
esting findings they have established 
absolutely that the use of alcohol, mod- 
emtelv or to excess, shortens h "man 
life. The expectation of life among 
alcohol users is considerably below the 
average, likewise among practically 
every class of men employed in the 
manufacture and sale of liquor. 
Replacing Population— 

Somewhat startling is a comparison 
made by the insurance experts regard¬ 
ing the shortening of life hv the use 
of alcohol. They suggest that if the 
Russian government carries out its 
announced intention to abolish all traf¬ 
fic in alcoholic beverages the saving 
in human life will be enormous. Based 
on these recent findings they report, 
“It is not too much to say that the loss 
of 500,000 men as a result of the pres¬ 
ent warfare could ho made good in 
10 years through complete abstinence 
from alcoholic beverages by all the in¬ 
habitants of Russia.’
